The greatest error of the dav 
that which makes religion something 
entirely subjective. In the last analy- 
sis this means that religion should be 
man-made, or at least that the indivi- 
dual may be his own authority and 
that he may reject what he pleases 
and accept only what suits his fancy 
from what has always been regarded 
as the deposit of Divine Revelation. 
No human being, possessed of the 
slightest amount of common sense, 
| would hold such a theory in relation 
'to anything else. Let us suppose that

ed the individual the right to select 
what he might please and reject what 
does not suit him, from the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, an objec- 
tive document, expressive of the mind 
of the fathers of the Constitution, and 
endorsed and promulgated by the 
Government of the United States. 

Let us suppose that individuals 
claimed the right to disregard all 
laws of the state or of their local 
city or town government. 

We often speak of a referendum, 
whereby the people collectively may 
pass judgment on proposed enact- 
ments but we have never had a refer- 
endum which allows every individual 
to pass independent judgment not only 
on the the things proposed, but on 
things settled by the Founder of the 
Christian Church. Understand that 
the gentleman, whom we have quoted 
above, and the others to whom we 
have referred, grant professed Chris- 
tians the right to select and reject 
from what is regarded as the book of 
Constitution and By-laws of Chris- 
tianity. 

Now, evidently, people who have had 
no definite convictions in matters per- 
taining to religion are influenced by 
these moralist writers for the secular 
press, and hence are driven so far 
from the Catholic viewpoint that only 
the grace of God can move them to 
bestow any thought on the Catholic 
Charch.

OF FAMILY IN ENGLAND 
IS RECALLED BY DEATH

WHAT CAN A LAYMAN DQ? 
By Edward Warren Joyce in “The Sign.” 

The lay-apostolate is a current term which seems in 
danger of becoming misused. To confine ourselves strictly 
to the subject tinder discussion it would be well, therefore, 
to have a clear conception of the meaning of this expression. 
The lay-apostolate simply means a group of laymen who do 
not confine their Catholicity within the narrow compass of 
obedience merely to the Teh Commandments. An apostle is 
one so enthusiastic for God and His Church that he seeks by 
all reasonable means within his power to serve the Church 
and spread her doctrines. An apostie is not a time server: 
he is a teacher—one who spreads the Word and is so filled 
with zeal that his ardor knows only the bounds of his human 
limitations. 

The Church consists of three divisions, the bishops, the 
clergy, and the laity. She is organized like an army. The 
bishops may be likened to the genera! staff operating under 
the guidance of the great general, the Pope. The clergy 
might be Compared with line officers, and the laity corres- 
pond to the privates in this vast organization which is con- 
tinually making warfare upon the forces of evil. Generals 
and officers alone cannot conduct a successful war. Unless 
they have the active and unflinching support of the men in 
the ranks their work can*accomplish but little. In waging 
the ceaseiess battle for Christ, therefore, it is absolutely 
necessary that the bishops and the clergy have not merely 
the passive assent and approval! of the laity, but that they 
have the active, aggressive support of the mighty Catholic 
manhood o: the Churc!
